Even  Miss&ippi  Baptists  are 
experiencing  a  breakdown  in  peace, 
yrm  what  seems  to  be  a  record 
number  of  churches  at  war  widi 
dien^lves  over  pastors,  programs, 
ind^Wsorted  ot^  fine  details  of 
tunning  a  church.  The  quest  for 
power,  and  with  it  die  wility  to 
shape  the  future  direction  of  a 
diurdh,  seem  to  be  at  the  root  of 
many  of  diose  conflicts. 

I  Mississippi  pastor  provides 

a  relevant  example.  "On  my  first 
Sunday,  people  in  the  church  I  had¬ 
n't  even  met  yet  came  up  to  me  and 
said,  'We  won't  be  supporting  you  because 
we  didn't  like  the  search  committee  that 
picked  you."  Another  Mississippi  pastor 
quoted  a  longtime  church  member  (and 
troublemaker!  as  saying,  "That's  all  right, 
preacher.  Til  oe  here  after  you're  gone.  111 
just  wait  you  out  and  have  my  way." 

To  be  fiur,  there  are  probably  enough 
preachers  and  church  staters  of  the  same 
ilk  to  run  a  good  race  with  diabolical  lay¬ 
men.  No  member  of  the  human  race  is 
immune  from'the  disease  of  megalomania. 
It  just  seems  to  be  more  pronounced  in 
church  because  Qiristians  aren't  simposed 
to  act  that  way.  While  Jesus  himself^admit- 
ted  that  His  ministry  was  divisive  (Luke 


Because  of  world  condi¬ 
tions,  it's  not  imusual 
these  days  for  people 
to  feel  as  if  they're  on  a  fast 
moving  merry-go-round  and 
that  the  contixu  handle  has 
malfunctioned.

As  an  individual,  tfiere's  not 
much  you  can  do  about  file  eco¬ 
nomic  roller  coaster,  or  file  situa- 
ti(xis  in  Iraq  or  Nor^  Korea,  but 
there  are  some  filings  you  can  do 
about  person^  unemployment 
As  a  Christian,  one  of  the 
best  things  you  can  do, 
whether  employed  or  not,  is  to 
be  sure  fiiat  you're  spiritually 
healthy.  Are  you  currently 
walking  with  the  Lord,  trusting 
Him  and  spending  adequate 
time  in  Bible  study  and  prayer? 

There's  nothing  like  God's 
Word  to  lift  your  spirits.  Read 
the  Psalms  and  also  Philip- 
pians,  because  you'll  find  that 
they  can  provide  comfort  and 
inspiration.  In  other  words, 
check  your  spiritual  pulse, 
and  be  sure  you're  trusting 
God  as  your  provider. 

Next,  take  a  realistic  inven¬ 
tory  of  your  assets  as  a  person

Identify  your 
transferable  skills  and  career 
focus.

Then,  outline  your  work  his¬ 
tory  to  show  file  responribilities 
you've  had,  the  types  of  work 
you've  done  and  your  successes 
m  fiiose  responsibilities. 
I>evelop  a  one-page  resume 
(longer  if  you've  b^  employed 
10  years  m  file  same  field),  and 
be  aware  of  how  you  can  t^or  it 
to  fit  particular  j<»  openings. 

You  aren't  file  (xily  unem¬ 
ployed  person  around.  tXm't  get 
down  on  yourself  or  try  to  haiv 
die  file  situation  on  your  own. 
Get  involved  wifii  a  good 
accountability  or  siq^port  group. 


Seek  out  at  least  one  piinuuy 
support  relationship  oesides 
your  ^xnise  to  hete  serve  as  a 
carBeif  coach.  Don't  owdl  on  nra- 
atives,  but  at  file  same  time  w 
able  to  share  wifii  God  and  ofiier 
believers  your  feelings  of  loss, 
an^,  depression  and  stress. 

If  you're  married,  be  sure 
that  your  spouse  and  children 
get  plenty  of  your  time,  and 
pay  special  attention  to  fiieir 
needs  during  this  trying  time. 

Take  immiKliate  stock  of  your 
finances,  and  develop  a  short¬ 
term  firandal  plan.  Be  sure  to 
include  savings,  spendable 
assets  and  income  —  including 
severance  pay  or  state  unem¬ 
ployment  compensation. 

Establish  a  short-term  bud¬ 
get.  You'll  have  to  cut  back  on 
nonessential  expenses  in 
every  way  you  can  during 
this  period.  So  know  your

Eny:  life  is  too  snort,  meiefore 
ve  it  to  tile  fullest,  for  you  can't 
take  anytiiing  witii  you  when 
you  die. 

Many  pec^le  in  our  secular 
world  embrace  tiiis  philosophy, 
seeing  no  ht^  or  belief  in  life 
a^  death.  At  best,  they  hope  to 
pass  on  their  name  and  reputa¬ 
tion  tiirougjh  their  descendants. 

In  the  biblical  worldview, 
death  is  reality.  Physical  life 
ends  in  death,  but  personal 
existence  continues.  Jesus 
Christ  overcame  death  throu^ 
His  resurrection,  and  all  who 
believe  in  Him  as  Savior 
receive  eternal  life  and  will  be 


raised  after  death  to^B^ 
live  forever. 

His  power  over  death 
was'  evident  in  His  own  ci-ndi 
life,  as  well  as  the  life  of 
others:  Jairu^'  daughter  in  Mark 
521-43,  the  widow  of  Nain's  son, 
recorded  in  Luke  7:11-17,  and  the 
resurrection  of  Lazarus,  the  topic 
of  this  week's  lesson. 

Lazarus'  resurrection  is  only 
found  in  John's  Gospel,  as 
Matthew,  M^k,  and  Luke  did  not 
record  it.  Some  Bible  scholars 
bdieve  that  it  was  for  tiie  protec¬ 
tion  of  Lazarus'  life  that  they  did 
not  John's  record,  written  mudi 
later  tium  tiie  otiier  three  Go^rels, 
is  believed  to  have  been  wntten 
after  the  deatiis  of  Lazarus  and  his 
sisters,  Martha  and  Ma^. 

Raising  Lazarus  from  the 
dead  was  the  seventh  miraculous 
sign  recorded  in  Jc^'s  Go^iel. 

The  six  other  signs  are  the  mir¬ 
acle  at  the  wedding  of  Cana  when

Jesus  turned  the  water 
into  wine  (J<^  2),  the 
healing  of  tiie  official's 

^son  at  Capernaum  (Jdin 
4),  the  healing  of  the  skk 
at  the  Bethel  pod  in 
Jerusalem  Qc^  5),  tiie 
feeding  of  the  five  thou¬ 
sand  on  the  banks  of  the 
Galilean  Sea  Qdin  6),  tiie 
walking  on  water  on  tiiat 
®  same  sea  (Jchn  6:16f0/  and 
the  healing  in  Jerusalem  d  the 
man  bom  blind  (Jdin  9). 

This  seventii  miracle  took 
place  about  a  month  before  Jesus' 
own  d&tth  and  resurrectitm. 

Jesus'  fondness  for  Lazarus 
and  his  two  maiden  sisters  is 
evident  for  He  was  a  frequent 
guest  in  their  home  in  Betnany. 

After  the  Feast  of  Dedication, 
Jesus  had  left  Judea  for  a  less  hos¬ 
tile  region  on  the  eastern  side  of 
tiie  Jordan  Rivet  It  was  there, 
upon  hearing  of  Lazarus'  death, 
Jesus  chose  to  litiger  fra*  two  more 
days  befrae  headmg  to  Betiiany. 

Any  time  Goa  appears  to 
linger  before  working  His  mira¬ 
cle  in  our  lives,  it  is  always  for 
His  purposes:  to  receive  more 
glory  for  the  inqxissible  task  that 


He  is  capable  of  doing. 

After  four  days,  Lazarus' 
resurrection  was  very  dramat¬ 
ic.  A  true  miracle  of  God,  it  was 
witnessed  by  many,  for  whom 
there  was  no  other  explanation: 
Only  God  resurrects. 

Accordii^  to  Bible  commen- 
tiiries,  our  &iglish  word  "resur¬ 
rection"  is  translated  from  the 
Gredc  word  "anastasis,"  a  deriva¬ 
tive  of  tiie  verb  "anistmt"  whidi 
means  to  "stand  iq>"  or  "rise  up." 

The  word  "anastasis"  is  used 
four  times  by  J(^  and  another 
38  times  in  the  other  New 
Testament  writings. 

Most  often,  tiie  word  refers  to 
tiie  physical,  bodily  resurrection 
of  Jesus  in  tiie  peist  and  the  phys¬ 
ical,  bodily  resurrectionof  believ¬ 
ers  in  tiie  future,  as  noted  in  I 
Corintiiians  15:42,  Philippians 
3:11,  and  RevelatiOTi  205-O. 

This  "anasjasis,"  this  resurrec¬ 
tion,  was  the  final  miracle  that 
brought  the  Sanhedrin  to  rather 
for  a  secret  meeting  and  el^on 
to  1^  Jesus.  Their  anger  burned 
against  Jesus  and  they  could  no 
longer  bear  tiie  young  rabbi's 
presence  among  tiieir  people. 

The  irony  is  that  they  plotted 


with  all  their  earthly  power  to 
put  to  deaffi  the  one  man  who 
showed  He  had  heavenly 
power  over  death  itself.  How 
ridiculous  their  meetings,  plot¬ 
tings,  and  secret  vote-tal^gs 
must  have  looked  to  the  all-see- 
in^ost  of  Heaven. 

Despite  man's  philosophies 
and  attempts  to  explain  away 
Biblical  truth,  God  will  be  glori¬ 
fied.  Sickness  and  death  are 
realities,  and  only  God, 
through  the  life,  death,  and  res¬ 
urrection  of  Jesus  Christ,  pro¬ 
vides  a  way  of  escape  for  us. 

Like  Martha,  we  must  come  to 
a  place  where  we  believe  in  Jesus 
as  the  Messiah,  tiie  Resurrection 
and  tiie  Life.  We  are  called  by 
Christ  to  move  beyond  repeating 
statements  of  conviction  about 
Ffim  to  expressing  a  perstmd 
fidth  in  Him  as  tiie  One  who  is 
sovereign  over  death.  Our  hope 
is  in  Qirist  Jesus  who  reigns  vic¬ 
torious  over  deatii.  He  is  the 
ResurrecticHi  and  the  Life!

Explore  the  Bible 

Focus  on  the  Risen  Savior 

Luke  24:1-9, 36-40, 44-49 
By  Harold  Simmons _ 


Introduction:  In  this  lesson 
we  move  our  attention  from  the 
kings  of  the  Old  Testament  to  the 
King  of  the  New  Testament  We 
move  to  focus  on  the  resurrection 
of  Jesus,  our  savior.  Angles  gave 
verbal  aimoimcement  to  the 
women  who  came  to  the  tomb 
that  Jesus  had  risen.  Visual  and 
verbal  evidence  is  given  by  the 
risen  Lord  of  his  resurrection.  Ffe 
also  takes  tiie  time  to  eiplain  the 
significance  of  his  resurrection  to 
the  women  along  witii  a  charge 
to  be  witnesses  of  what  they  have 
seen  and  heard. 

Armouncing  the 

Resurrection  (Luke  24:1-9)  Very 
early  in  the  morning  the  women 
came  toward  the  ton^  to  anoint 
the  body  of  Jesus  witii  various 
aromatic  ^ices  to  retard  tiie 
smell  of  His  decaying  flesh. 
Along  tile  way  they  talked  about 
the  l^vy  stone  dosure.  "Who 
will  roll  away  the  stone  for  us" 
(Mark  16:3).  They  were  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  wei^t  of  the 


stone  as  well  as  the 
authorization  to  open 
the  tomb  because  a 

seal  had  b^  pl^  Simmons 
upon  it  by  tiie  autiion- 
ties.  Imagine  their  wonder  when 
tii^  found  the  stone  already 
rollra  away  when  they  arrived. 

They  found  an  entoty  tomb 
even  more  inaedible.  Hien,  sud¬ 
denly,  there  were  two  beings  that 
kx^ced  like  men  but  were  not 
dressed  like  anything  the  women 
had  ever  seen.  In  verse  24,  the 
women  identified  tiie  men  as 
angels.  The  angels  announced 
tiiat  Jesus  was  risen  fiom  tiie 
dead.  As  the  angels  rave  a  verbal 
announcement  oi  me  resurrec¬ 
tion,  they  called  the  women  to 
remember  tiie  words  of  Jesus 
about  His  coming  death  and  res¬ 
urrection.  They  migjit  not  trust 
the  words  of  someone  they  did 
not  know  about  sudi  a  wondrous 
event,  but  they  knew  and  trusted 
Jesus.  Indeed,  the  writer  showed 
that  the  women  did  recall  the 
words  of  Jesus  (v  8). 
Remembering  the  words  of  Jesus 


biDugJit  them  back  to  reali¬ 
ty  like  a  slap! 

Upon  uieir  return  to 
the  group,  the  women 
told  everything  "to  the 
Eleven  (disci{Mes)  and 
the  others  (at  least  part  of 
the  120  otiW  believers)." 
How  could  they  keep 
from  relating  the  story 
because  it  was  so  won¬ 
derful.  In  fact  how  can  we 
keep  such  great  news  to  our¬ 
selves!  We,  too,  are  to  armotmce 
the  resurrection.  Even  though 
we  are  more  removed  in  time 
from  tiie  event,  the  news  is  just 
as  vital  and  exciting. 

Giving  Evidence  of  tiie 
Resunecticm  (Luke  24:36-40) 
Jesus  had  met  two  discqiles  on  the 
way  to  Emmaus.  They  were  so 
preoccupied  by  the  turn  of  events 
that  tiiey  were  "kept  fiom  recog- 
(V.ro)  Ato  they 
had  Iltilowship  with  Jesus  at  a 
meaL  "tiieir  eyre  were  opened  and 
tiiey  recognized  him."  After  Cfod 
revealed  me  Master  to  them,  they 
ma^  the  return  trip  to  Jerusalem 
even  tixnigji  it  was  very  late  in  the 
day.  They  were  men  on  a  mission 
and  that  mission  was  to  relate  the 
news  that  they  had  seen  and 
talked  with  the  risen  Lord. 

As  the  men  of  Emmaus  related 
the  experience  with  Jesus  to  the 


others  i\bo  were  gathered,  Jesus 
appeared  in  their  midst  witiiout 
even  opening  the  dooc  This  action 
of  Jesus  almost  scared  the  gathered 
group  out  df  tiieir  wits.  Jesus  also 
asked  them  about  thdr  doubts. 
Ev^entiY,  the  people  were  having 
trouble  bdieving  their  eyes.  The 
evidence  in  their  eyes  did  not  ooinr 
cide  with  tiie  evKience  in  their 
minds.  When  I  was  in  High 
Schod,  I  attended  tiie  hfidsoutii 
Fair  in  Meti^iis.  At  this  fair  there 
was  a  show  mat  advertised  a  man 
witiiout  a  head.  I  wanted  to  see 
titis.  Sure  enough  there  before  my 
eyre  was  a  man  without  a  head, 
but  my  mmd  gave  evidence  that  a 
person  could  not  live  without  a 
nead.  After  a  few  moments,  the 
inan  reiiioved  an  jqipaiatus  of  inir- 
rois  to  show  us  tiie  deception. 
V^iat  the  disc^les  saw  was  no 
decqition.  Tlus  IS  real! 

Further,  Jesus  invited  the

Explaining  the  Significance 


(Luke  24:  44-49)  Jesus  did  not 
leave  the  people  in  a  state  of 
wonderment.  He  gave  them 
help  by  explaining  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  his  resurrection.  He 
first  reminded  them  of  his  pre¬ 
vious  words  and  pointed  tirem 
to  scripture.  Everything  written' 
about  Him  must  be  fulfilled 
firom  the  Law,  the  Prophets, 
and  the  Psalms.  These  are  tiie 
divisions  of  all  the  Old 
Testament  for  the  Jews.  Then, 
he  opened  their  understanding 
of  tiie  scripture.  Jesus  does  that 
very  thing  today  for  pieople 
who  seek  Him  and  are  [rer- 
pksced  about  what  tiiey  read 
and  hear  from  the  scripture 
about  His  resurrection. 

Jesus  tiien  announced  that 
the  people  would  be  His  wit¬ 
nesses  but  warned  them  to  wait 
for  what  the  Father  had 
promised  tiiem  in  the  way  of 
empowerment.  The  promised 
one  (tiie  Holy  Spirit)  is  the  one 
who  will  enable  them  to 
explain  Christ  to  others.  Once 
again,  tiiis  is  the  way  He  oper¬ 
ates  today.  He  will  show  us 
wa^  to  lead  the  lost  to  Christ.
